Washington, January 19.— Three hun- 
dred thousand dollars for the eradica- 
tion of the citrus canker, two million 
dollars with which to push work on 
the Alaskan railroad and $75,000 for 
the confidential diplomatic fund used 
by the president and secretary of state 
are included in the urgent deficiency 
appropriation bill, favorably reported 
today to the house. 

The measure, carrying in all more 
than $12,500,000, will be called up for 
passage tomorrow. The appropriation 
to fight the citrus canker would be 
used for an immediate inspection of 
all citrus groves in the gulf states, 
about half of the work to be done in 
Florida, where the state would co- 
operate. Agricultural experts estimate 
it will cost from three to four million 
dollars to stamp out the disease. 

The bill provides for deficiencies in 
the funds of various branches of the 
government, many of them caused by 
unlooked for developments. The state 
department asked for the $75,000 to 
supplement $100,000 previously spent 
for special work made necessary by the 
etl war and troubles in Mex- 
co.
